In the year two thousand and sixteen, on the twenty third day of the month of 
December. 

Before Maitre Edouard DELOSCH, notary, residing in Luxembourg, Grand 
Duchy of Luxembourg, 

was held an extraordinary general meeting (the Meeting) of the 
shareholders of Stelara PIKco S.A. (the Company), a public limited liability 
company ( societe anonyme), established under the laws of Luxembourg, 
having its registered office at 48, Boulevard Grande-Duchesse Charlotte, L- 
1330 Luxembourg, Grand Duchy of Luxembourg and registered with the 
Register of Trade and Companies of Luxembourg under number B 195723, 
incorporated by deed of Maitre Francis Kesseler, notary public residing in 
Luxembourg, Grand-Duchy of Luxembourg, on 13 March 2015, published in 
the Memorial C, Recueil des Societes et Associations (the '‘Memorial") of 1 8 
May 2015 number C-1285. The articles of association of the Company have 
the last been amended by a deed of Maitre Cosita Delvaux on 29 April 201 5, 
published in the Memorial C, Recueil des Societes et Associations (the 
“Memorial’) of 9 July 2015, number C-1 694. 

The Meeting was presided over by, Marcus Dijkerman private employee, 
professionally residing at 48, Boulevard Grande-Duchesse Charlotte, L-1330 
Luxembourg, Grand Duchy of Luxembourg. 

The chairman appointed as secretary Robert van ‘t Hoeft private employee, 
professionally residing at 48, Boulevard Grande-Duchesse Charlotte, L-1330 
Luxembourg, Grand Duchy of Luxembourg and as scrutineer Caroline 
Debruille private employee, professionally residing at 48, Boulevard 
Grande-Duchesse Charlotte, L-1330 Luxembourg, Grand Duchy of 
Luxembourg. 

The chairman declared and requested the notary to state that: 
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I. That the present or represented Shareholders, the proxies of the 
represented Shareholders and the number of their shares are 
shown on an attendance list. This attendance list, signed by the 
proxies of the represented Shareholders and by the board of the 
Meeting, will remain annexed to the present deed to be filed at the 
same time with the registration authorities. 

II. The proxies of the represented Shareholders will also remain 
annexed to the present deed after having been initialed “ne 
varietur” by the appearing persons. 

III. The meeting has been convened by registered letter send on 7 th 
December 201 6 to all shareholders. 

IV. That pursuant to the attendance list, five million six hundred forty- 
eight thousand five hundred forty-seven (5,648,547) shares 
representing sixty-three point twenty-six percent (63.26%) of the 
share capital of the Company are present or represented at the 
Meeting and that all Shareholders present or represented consider 
themselves being duly informed of the agenda and waive any 
convening notice. 

V. That the Meeting is regularly constituted and can therefore validly 
deliberate on the following agenda: 

1. Dissolution of the Company and decision to voluntarily put the 
Company into liquidation; 

2. Discharge to the directors of the Company for the exercise of their 
mandates up to the date of this meeting; 

3. Discharge to the statutory auditor of the Company for the exercise of 
its mandate up to the date of this meeting; 

4. Appointment of Exequtive Services S.a r.l. as liquidator of the 
Company represented by Mr Marcus Jacobus Dijkerman. 

5. Determination of the powers of the liquidator and determination of 
the liquidation procedure of the Company; 

6. Decision to instruct the liquidator to realize, on the best possible 
terms and for the best possible consideration, all the assets of the 
Company and to pay all the debts of the Company; 

7. Miscellaneous. 

After the foregoing has been approved the Meeting took the following 
resolutions: 


FIRST RESOLUTION 

The Meeting resolves, in accordance with the law of 10 August 1915 on 
commercial companies (as amended) to declare the voluntary dissolution of 
the Company and to put it into liquidation (the Liquidation). 
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SECOND RESOLUTION 


The Meeting resolves to grant discharge to Mr Marcus Jacobus Dijkerman, 
Mr Robert van't Hoeft and Mr Martinus Cornelis Johannes Weijermans as 
directors of the Company for the exercise of their mandates up to the date of 
this meeting. 

THIRD RESOLUTION 

The Meeting resolves to grant discharge to AUDIEX S.A. as statutory auditor 
of the Company for the exercise of its mandate up to the date of this 
meeting. 

FOURTH RESOLUTION 

The Meeting resolves to appoint Exequtive Services S.a r.L, a private limited 
liability company ( societe a responsabilite limitee) with registered office at 
48, Boulevard Grande-Duchesse Charlotte, L-1330 Luxembourg, Grand 
Duchy of Luxembourg and registered with Register of Trade and Companies 
of Luxembourg under number B 196.987 represented by Mr Marcus Jacobus 
Dijkerman as liquidator (the Liquidator). 

FIFTH RESOLUTION 

The fullest powers, particularly those set forth in articles 144 and following of 
the law of 10 August 1915 on commercial companies (as amended), are 
granted to the liquidator by the Meeting. 

The Meeting resolved to authorise the Liquidator in advance to execute the 
acts and enter into the deeds set forth in article 145 of the same law without 
any special authorisation from the Meeting if such authorisation is required 
by law. 

The Meeting resolves to dispense the Liquidator from drawing up an 
inventory and the liquidator may refer to the books of the Company. The 
Liquidator may delegate, under his responsibility, all or part of his powers to 
one or more proxies with respect to specific acts or deeds. 

The Meeting resolves that the Liquidator may bind the Company under his 
sole signature. 

SIXTH RESOLUTION 

The Meeting resolves to instruct the Liquidator to realise, on the best 
possible terms and for the best possible consideration, all the assets of the 
Company and to pay all the debts of the Company. 

EXPENSES 

The expenses, costs, fees and charges are borne by the Company as a 
result of the present deed. 

The undersigned notary who understands and speaks English 
acknowledges that, at the request of the parties hereto, this deed is drafted 
in English, followed by a French translation; at the request of the same 
parties, in case of inconsistencies between the English and the French 
version, the English version shall prevail. 
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Whereupon the present deed was drawn up in Luxembourg by the 
undersigned notary, on the day referred to at the beginning of this document. 

The document having been read to the appearing persons, who are known 
to the undersigned notary by their surname, first name, civil status and 
residence, such persons signed together with the undersigned notary, this 
original deed.
